Justice Ben 
E. Carter Dies 


I'cxarkana. April 12 — (/I'l — A 


heart attack, following a brief and 
apparently minor illness, caused 
the death here last nighl of Asso- 
ciate Justice Ben E a. Ctrl re toeh 
ciate Justice Ben E. Carter of the 
Arkansas Supreme court, 


The 48 - year - old jurist and 


former chairman of Ihe Slate Utili- 
ties commission, returned In 
his 


home iierc from Lillle Rock 10 days 
ago in apparent excellent health. 
Early last week he became ill. 
and shortly after 8 p. m. last night 
he died. 


News of his death was a shock 


to his 
friends 
and 
asociate, in 


eluding Governor Adkin who de- 
clared "the state has suffered a 
great loss and I, personally, have 
lost a faithful, loyal and 
I r u c 


friend." 


Carter, a native Texarkanian and 


member of one of the eily's most 
prominent families, had a distin- 
guished legal and political record. 


Educated at P h i l l i p s Exeter 


Academy, Harvard college 
a n d 


Harvard law school, ho served 18 
months in France during 
World 


War I as a field artillery captain. 
Alter the war he completed 
his 


legal training and returned to Tex- 
arkana to establish a private prac- 
tice, associated with his father, the 
late Judge J. M. Carter. 


He entered politics to serve two 


terms 
as 
city 
attorney 
during 


which he won wide attention 
by 


carrying to the supreme court of 
Ihe United Slalcs 
and 
winning 


one of Ihe stale's firsl major ulili- 
ty rate reduction cases. Later 
he 


served two terms a Miller county 
representative in the slate legisla- 
ture. 


When Governor Adkins 
t o o k 


office in 1941 he named 
Carter 


chairman of the Stale Utilities com- 
mission and, commenting on 
his 


death last night, said "lie was con- 
sidered one of the best informed 
men in public utility matters in the 
enlirc country".

"dads" in the last two years were 
given draft 
deferment status as 


fathers for the first lime in a new 
regulation 
announced 
by selec- 


tive Service today. 


Local boards were told to classi- 


fy as fathers all those whose chil- 
dren were born before last Septem- 
ber 15. Fathers, now the only men 
deferred solely because of family 
relationship, cannot be drafted un- 
til further orders are sent to the 
boards. 


Under previous regulations de- 


pendents acquired a time a man's 
induction was immincnl did 
nol 


count toward deferment but this 
rule is now eliminated. Thus many 
fathers whose children were born 
during the period since drafting be- 
gan late in 1910 and especially in 
the last two years of heavy draft 
calls, were subject to the draft be- 
cause of the "imminence of selec- 
tion" rule. Now, however, jusl so

Hitler and Premier Mussolini have 
just concluded a four - day confer- 
ence in the shadow of the

alarming Axis prospects since the 
war began — expulsion'from Africa 
and immincnl Allied invasion of 
the European continent. 


The Axis leaders, according to 


the German radio, admitted their 
meeting was held against a back- 
ground of stern military events, es- 
pecially in the Italian realm," but 
came 
up 
with 
the typical Axis 


statement that 
they had dedicat- 


ed themselves and their people to 
"the complete annihilation of any 
future danger 
which 
m i g h t 


threaten the European - African 
area from the west or from the 
cast." 


The location of. this twelfth war 


time meeting of the two European 
Axis partners in which. Japanese 
reprcsentalivs apparently 
t o o k 


o part was described by the Axis 
adio as having occurcd 
at "Hit- 


cr's headquarters." which could 
liive meant almost anywhere in 
ccupled Europe, even somewhere 
n 
Russia. 
Earlier reports had 


leclarcd the meeting was to be at 
he Bcrnner Pass, on the Alpine 
n any. 


With Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 


ncl's Africa Corps and its Italian 
supporting troops in full retreat up 
the Tunisian coast before British 
and American armies, and Italian 
cities, naval vessels and 
Medi- 


terranean supply lines under vio- 
lent Allied air attack during the 
weekend, British sources w e r e 
quick to label the Axis talks 
a 


"crissi conference." 


Previous conferences 
between 


the Axis 
leaders 
have usually 


been followed within a few weeks 
by new military ventures. 


The last one, ten months ago, 


was followed by Rommel's push 
into Egypt, which ended with the 
cracking of the German positoins

For most people thai 21-2 billion 


is Ihe significant figure — the one 
they will havr to shoot at. 


War Bund purchases now 
are 


running close to ono billion a month 
In order for that 2 1-2 billion to 
be absorbed, many 
citizens 
will 


have lo double their bond pur- 
chases. 


That is exactly what Uncle Sain 


is asking them to do. He also is ap- 
pealing to those who never 
have 


purchased War Bonds to fall 
in 


line with their spare cash. 


Since war bond buying is another 


form of saving money, the govern- 
ment wants purchase of war bonds 
to be made out of current earn- 
ings, nol out of bank savings. 


This is how Ihc government rea- 


sons: 


Ovor and above the billions of 


dollars they will have to spend on 
goods and services that can 
be 


bought, Americans this year will 
have 50 to 45 billions looking for a 
way to be spent on goods and serv- 
ices thai can't be bought since so 
much production has been cut by 
war. 


Thoe 40 billions on Ihc loose are 


dangerous 
because 
Americans 


might sse the money to 
start 


bidding against one another — jusl 
as they have on black market meal 
— for scarce items and thereby 
force up their living costs.

billion of it 


as a result of lliis drive — will be 
out of circulation and remove by 
just that

an 
inflationary 


threat. 


Trench Corsica, now axis-occupied, and Italian .Sardinia are two 
potential stepping stones for invasion of southern Europe. Close 
lo the coasts of France and Italy, they would be ideal bases for 
attack if seized by the allies. The parallel islands are already be- 
ginning to malic news, with the. record .raid, on Caglian, Sardinia.

New Jap Air 
Offensive 
Is Indicated 


Allied Headquarters in Australia, 


April 12 —(/l'i— Tearing in to a for- 
mation of 45 Japanese air raiders 
over Oro Bay, New Guinea, Allied 
fighters shot 23 of the planes out 
of action yesterday and broke 
up 


an assault which Allied Headquar- 
ters characcrizcd today as part of 
a now enemy air offensive in the 
Southwest Pacific. 


An allied communique announc- 


ing the smashing of the raid said 
Ihc Japanese offensive "may at- 
tain a considerable scale 
of ef- 


fort," judging from recent 
recon 


naissance reports showing "major 
increases" in the 
enemy's 
air 


strength. 


Allied air loses in the 
battle 


over Oro Bay. which started in the 
sub - stratosphere, were described 
officially as neglible. 


The enemy 
raiders. 
who suc- 


ceeded in dropping 25 to 30 bombs, 
scored two direct hits on a 2,000- 
ton Allied merchant vessel 
and 


forced her to run up on the beach 
to avoid sinking, but other damage 
and casualties were light, the com- 
munique said. 


General MacArthur's 
bombers, 


meanwhile, struck back 
with 
a 


series of raids on Japanese bases 
ranging from Timor in the west to 
to New Ireland in the cast, where 
a Flying Fortress was reported to 
have' fought a brilliant duel with 10 
enemy fighters over Kavieng, com- 
ing through in safety after shoot- 
ing down three and damaging three 
others.

Guadalcanal, United States Marines last August opened as 
fierce ami primitive a struggle for victory as military men 
have ever known. They fought the Japs in the jungle 
from tree to tree and from river to ridge. They fought 
them with bayonets and rifles, knives and bare knuckles- 
with cannon and tanks and planes. 


In the first wave of these fighting leathernecks was a 


26-year-old war correspondent, Richard Tregaskis, who 
roamed the Guadalcanal battle lines for seven weeks, 
keeping a diary that presents an amazing picture of the 


great events and tiny details that form the pattern of our 
Pacific war. A Harvard graduate, six feet seven inches tall, 
and battle-toughened by months of service with Navy task 
forces, Tregaskis was accepted by the Marines as one of 
their own. To a man, they, echoed the words of Lieut. 
Comm. John S. Thach, who called the young International 
News Service correspondent "one of the fightin'est, eat-

Ex-Commerce Chief 
Roper Dies Sunday 


Wahington, April 12 — (/P) — 


Daniel C. Roper, 
76, 
President 


Roosevelt's first secretary of com- 
merce, died at his home last night 
after an illness of everal month. 


Roper, a native of Marlboro coun- 


ty, South Carolina, had been in vir- 
tual retirement since 1939, when he 
served briefly 
as 
minsiter 
lo 


Caiuidu. 


After four years as a 
school 


teacher, Roper turned to politics, 
winning election to the South Caro- 
lina state legislature at the age of 
25. When ho became Secretary of 
Commerce in 1933. a post he held 
nearly six years, Roper brought to 
his cnbinet job a long and varied 
experience in politics and law. 


In 1930 he was a member of tho 


general conference of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, south, and. 
in 1931, 
of th sixth ecumenical 


conference. He served as 
chair- 


man of the Democratic party's or- 
ganization bureau during President 
Wilson's second campaign for elec- 
tion, and later became commission- 
er of internal revenue. 


With him when lie died were Mrs. 


Roper

Hitler's headquarters, but it strikes 
me the only definite conclusion we 
are justified, in drawing is that the 
Nazi alt highest is getting set both 
militarily and politically — as are 
the Allies — for the crucial sum- 
mer operations. 


That fits in well with a question 


which most people are asking: — 
Is Hitler likely to spring one of his 
'surprise offensive when the good 
fighting 
weather arrive on 
the 


continent? 


Oi course any answer to that 


must be speculative, but we can 


• say that it won't be easy for 
him 


to stage a major offensive, because 


. .the Allies hold the initiative on all 
:fronts. 
He is being pressed 
in 


Russia, in the Mediterranean thea- 
ter and by terrific 
air bombard- 


ment in %vestern Europe. 


In short, the fuehrer's position 


has uecome defensive. And 
to 


pass from defense to offense is one 
of the difficult operations of war. 


The Nazi chief's greatest worry 


— and he obviously must be wor- 
ried over the Axis reverses — is 
that he doesn't know where the Al- 
lies are going to strike after they 
have finished the Tunisian job. He 
must be on 
the quiver 
on all 


fronts, thus diving his strength. 


The way things look now the Rus- 
sians are set for offensive action 
.as soon as the ground is 
d r y 


enough. So Hitler knows he prob- 
ably will have to defend that front. 


He also can be dead certain that 


.the Allies will strike in at least one 
other area — against Italy, through 
the Balkans or through 
western 


' Europe — and they may 
hit 
on 


more than one place at the same 
time. 
It's sure, too, that whether the 


Allies try to invade France, their 
fierce 
aerial bombardment 
will 


continue with increasing force. This 
putting 
a great strain on the 


Nazi war industries and communi- 
cations, and compels them to main 
tain in Western Europe air power 
which they need on other fronts.

What then, in view of all these 


circumstances, are 
the 
chances 


of Hitler tryins to extricate him- 
self by a sudden great 
counter- 


blow? 


If the 
Allied should decide to 


try an invasion of France acros 
the English channel, and were suc- 
cessful in landing an army, 
then 


the likelihood is that Hitler would 
deply his forces for holding opera 
tions on all fronts. There would be 
small likelihood of his staging an> 
big offensive. His hope would 
be 


that submarine campaign might ex 
tricate him from his difficulty 
b; 


producing a stalemale. 
, 


Barring an invasion of 
Franc 


there's always a chance that t h 
Germans may have one more trj 
at smashing the Russian southern 


. 
army and breaking through into th 
lower Caucaus. Hitler might at 
tempt that as a great gamble evei 
if the Allies invaded Italy. Shouli 
he lose Italy — and he 
alread; 


must have discounted the chance 
of holding that countrty — he coul 
withdraw behind his Alpine barrie 
and still throw great weight against 
the Russians. 


However, it's highly improbable 


that the Nazis could muster enough 
Strength to destroy the Red army 
defending the gateway to the Cau- 
casus, and at the same time stand 
off the pressure on all other fronts. 
Sooner or later Hitler must come to 
the position of holding defensively 
on all fronts in an effort to achieve 
that stalemate.

a piece of human flesh. 


There was no testimony from the 


state to explain this

Hastening to say

and he "did it to keep the gar- 
nishes off the railroad." 


Alport related he was sitting in 


a win-low recess office of his store 
the afternoon March

three day before the slaying — 
when a man walked in and asked 
to sec a butcher knife. 


The second hand dealer said as 


he reached for a large fish knife 
in the window and the man asked 
to- see 
a 
cheaper 
one and 
he 


brought 
one out, telling him 
it 


was 35 cents. The man, he testi- 
fied, offered 20 cents for it. 


Alport testified the man was in 


the store 30 minutes sharpening the 
knife with a file and lhat 
he 


walchecl him closely. 
| 


The knife found buried to ils hilt 


in the soft dirt beneath the slain 
girl's wndow was handed to the 
witness by McKittrick, who asked 
if it was the one he had sold to 
the man. 


Alport, examining it with a mag- 


nifying glass, said it was. 


"Do you see the person in this 


room lhat pou sold the knife to?" 
asked the attorney general. 


"Yes, right there," replied Al- 


port pointing the knife at Welsh.
